Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  for  the  year  1961.  Details  will  be 
found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The  main  items  may  be  summarised 
as  follows :- 


The  estimated  population  showed  a small  decrease  over  the 
previous  year.  The  overall  picture  of  population,  during  the  past  15 
years,  shows  a steady  rise.  There  is  no  indication,  however,  of  any 
rapid  rise  in  population  in  the  near  future. 


Births . 

There  was  a high  Birth-rate  during  the  year,  the  Rate  being 
much  higher  than  the  National  Rate.  The  District  has  maintained  a more 
than  average  Birth-rate  for  several  years. 


There  was  a reduction  in  both  the  number  of  still-births  and 
Illegitimate  Births,  which  is  a welcome  trend. 

Deaths. 

The  General  Death-rate  for  the  District  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  National  and  County  Rates. 

The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  remained  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year.  The  proportion  of  Respiratory  Cancer  to  total  being  1($. 


There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths, 
resulting  in  a high  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  This  particular  cause  of  death, 
however,  fluctuates  greatly  from  year  to  year. 

Accidental  deaths  decreased  over  the  preceding  year.  There 
were  two  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis,  one  more  than  the  preceding 
year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Apart  from  Measles,  there  was  a low  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease.  One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified,  the  first  since  1954. 
Fortunately  this  was  a single  isolated  case  and  there  were  no  further 
developments.  A high  proportion  of  the  population  of  the  District  have 
been  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis. 

The  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  South  Wales  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  gave  rise  to  some  anxiety.  In  spite  of  contact  with  the  affected 
area,  the  District  remained  free  of  the  disease.  There  was  a rush  for 
vaccination  from  the  general  public.  Tribute  is  paid  to  the  General 
Practitioners  of  the  area,  who  met  the  demand  for  vaccination  with  smoothness 
and  efficiency.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  have  learned  the  lesson 
that  it  is  preferable  to  have  vaccination  carried  out  in  infancy  and 
childhood,  rather  than  waiting  until  a threat  appears.

General  Hygiene  & Sanitation . 

There  are  no  major  sanitary  problems  in  the  District.  The 
Council  has  an  excellent  record  in  Housing,  Water  Supplies,  Drainage, 
and  other  fields  of  environmental  hygiene. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Esso  Refinery  in  the  neighbourhood, 
fears  were  expressed  regarding  smell  nuisance.  These  fears,  have,  up 
to  the  present,  remained  unjustified. 

All  sampling  results  (ice-cream,  YiTater,  etc.)  have  again 
showed  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  products  concerned. 

Conclusion. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff, 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

10.  Rehousing  and  Overcrowding 

One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Seventy-one  cases  of  overcrowding  based  on  bedroom 
accommodation  were  relieved  during  the  yea r including  thirteen  families 
moved  from  small  to  larger  houses.  Families  rehoused  in  year  include 
forty-four  key  workers’  families. 

Little  statutory  overcrowding  exists  in  the  town,  but  some  twenty- 
three  cases  of  bedroom  overcrowding  existed  at  31st  December,  1961.

12.  Improvement  G-rants 

Twenty-two  discretionary  improvement  grants  were  completed  during 
the  year  costing  the  Council  £4,088.  The  improvements  included  the  provision 
of  bathrooms,  hot  water  systems,  kitchens,  food  stores  and  additional 
bedrooms.  Four  standard  grants  amounting  to  £376.1 5s. 2d.  were  paid  during 
the  year.  One  of  the  discretionary  grants  and  three  of  the  standard 
grants  are  in  respect  of  tenanted  houses;  the  remainder  are  in  respect  of 
owner/occupied  properties.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Sources  of  Supply 


The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven  is  the 
Prescelly  gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire.  The  water  is 
a typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather  acid.  It  is 
impounded  in  a reservoir  of  160,000,000  gallons  capacity. 


After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by 
routine  sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before  and  after 
treatment. 


2.  Thornton 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  area  (Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council) 
are  impounded  in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  effective  capacity  of 
16,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory  and  is 
pumped  from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes  and  under 
drought  conditions  or  other  failure  of  the  Prescelly  supply. 


Sampling,  at  source,  is  carried  out  by  the  Water  Department  of 
the  Council.  Results  of  this  sampling  show  that  the  treatment  of  the 
water  is  efficient  and  satisfactory. 

The  sampling  scheme  at  consumer  level  (general  bacteriological) 
was  continued  during  the  year,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Carmarthen.

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GENERAL  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION 


1 • Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and  business 
premises  within  the  Urban  District  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Priory  refuse  tip.  One  Karrier  7 cub.yds.  diesel  engined,  one 
10  cub.yds.  Ford  diesel  engined  and  one  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  12  cub.yds. 
diesel  engined  vehicles  are  used  for  refuse  collection.  Although  the 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  vehicle  has  only  been  in  operation  since  the  end  of 
September,  it  is  proving  its  worth  and  the  rear  loading  is  more  hygienic 
than  the  side  loading  of  the  older  vehicles,  especially  during  the  periods 
in  the  year  when  strong  winds  are  experienced. 

2.  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  estimated  that  97 •&%  of  the  premises  in  the  urban  area  are 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.

The  refuse  tip  was  treated  on  one  occasion  for  rodent  infestation 
and  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  bodies  were  recovered. 

4.  Sewers 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  four  hundred 
and  twenty-four  manholes  were  baited,  and  December  when  one  hundred  and 
three  manholes  were  baited. 

One  full  time  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  surveys 
and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation.  Poisons  used  are  arsenious  oxide, 
zinc  phosphide  and  warfarin. 

5«  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

There  were  two  burials  under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948.  One  was  a fisherman  who  was  drowned  in  the  Docks  and  the  other 
a man  who  had  lived  a semi-vagrant ’ s life  for  many  years. 

6.  Public  Conveniences 

Public  conveniences  are  situated  at  the  Market  Square,  North  Road, 

The  Rath,  Gellyswick  Road  and  Spikes  Lane.  Two  urinals  for  the  use  of 
males  only  are  sited  at  Hill  Street  and  Victoria  Road. 

7.  Mortuaries 

One  modern  fully  equipped  mortuary  is  situated  at  Dartmouth  Gardens. 

8.  Public  Halls  and  Cinemas 

The  two  cinemas  operating  in  the  town  and  the  three  public  halls 
have  separate  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes. 
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9,  Public  Baths 

An  open  air  swimming  pool  is  situated  on  the  Rath.  Sea  water 
is  pumped  from  the  Haven  and  is  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

10.  Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 

The  Council  has  provided  one  caravan  site  at  G-ellyswick  Bay.
